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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.181 FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ABANDONMENT 



Applicants petition that the abandonment set forth in the Notice mailed by the Office on 
October 12, 2010 be withdrawn as there is no abandonment in fact. 

1. A Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due was mailed in the instant application 
on June 17, 2010. The accompanying Notice of Allowability indicated that 
claims 1, 2 and 4-14 were allowed. A copy is attached hereto. 

2. Subsequent to the Notice of Allowanced, Examiner Sanders contacted the 
undersigned to discuss an error in allowed claim 14. 

3. During an interview on August 24, 2010, the Examiner and the undersigned 
agreed on amendments to claim 14 to place the same in condition for 
allowance. 

4. A Supplemental Notice of Allowability was mailed on August 30, 2010, 
together with an Interview Summary indicating the Examiner's amendments to 
claim 14. The Supplemental Notice of Allowability also indicated that a 
"Notice of Allowance (PTOL-85) or other appropriate communication will be 
mailed in due course." A copy is attached hereto. 

5. As evidenced by the file wrapper on PAIR, no communication followed the 
August 30, 2010 Supplemental Notice of Allowability. 

6. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed by the Patent Publication Branch on 
October 12, 2010 indicating a failure to pay the required issue fee and 
publication fee within the statutory period. A copy is attached hereto. 

7. Applicant's representative contacted Examiner Sanders on October 15, 2010 
and again on October 19, 2010 after receipt of the Notice of Abandonment. 
The Examiner returned Applicant's representative's call on October 20, 2010. 
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Examiner Sanders indicated that he was not aware of the Abandonment, nor 
was he able to explain why the Notice of Abandonment was mailed. 

8. The mailing of the Supplemental Notice of Allowability should have restarted 
the statutory time period in which to pay the issue fee, as the application was 
not in condition for allowance until the amendment to claim 14 was entered by 
the Examiner on August 30, 2010. As such, the actual due date for payment of 
the Issue Fee is properly November 30, 2010. 

9. Accordingly, to preserve Applicants' rights, Applicants are respectfully 
submitting this petition requesting withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment 
mailed October 12, 2010.
